and operations, either as pilots 
or radio-navigators, The idea is 
to maintain a nucleus of highly- 
trained specialists abreast of all 
the latest developments in avia- 
tion, and the training is tops. 

The six-year period may be ex- 
tended, or the trainee may be 
granted permanency in the ser- 
vice. Otherwise he is released to 
the auxiliary or reserve, with 
enough training for a permanent 
career. 

The recruit doesn’t start as.an 
“AC2” as in wartime. He is 
called a “Flight Cadet” and draws 
pilot officer’s pay of $143 a 
month plus $30 flying pay while 
taking flying training and $55 a 
month more if “living out.” He 
gets 30 days’ leave a year. 

Pilots receive from 600 to 1,99 
hours’ flying training of all de- 
scriptions at various training sta- 
tions and later at squadrons 
across Canada. 

Radio-navigstors, the only 
other aircrew position in the 
R.C.A.F.’s peacetime schedule, re- 
ceive radar, radio, gunnery and 
navigation training with the lat- 
est equipment. They fly about 
50 hours during thetr course.

“Let us return, gentlemen, to the grand idea 
and spread it over all countries, thus laying the 
foundation of a healthy philosophy The 
portance of life is not so much in triumph as in 
combat, the prime essential is not much to 
have conquered as to have been honorably 
beaten. To encourage these precepts is to build 
up a type of humanity stronger and more valiant 
—above all more scrupulous and more generous.” 


That, we submit, is the important 
standard by which to judge a nation’s atti-

BEING DESENSITIZED IS 

BEST TREATMENT FOR 

HAY FEVER 

By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 
Ten or twelve million people 

are believed to suffer from rag 


weed hay fever. Their “season” 


usually begins about Aug. 15 
when ragweed pollen appears in 
the alr in quantity 

The nose alternates between a 
stage of running mucus and being 
completely stuffed up. The eyes 
water, itch and sometirmes are 
so swollen that they can be 
hardly opened in the morning: 
Sneezing comes in fits of 20 or 30 
at a time, leaving the victim 
Slightly relieved but exhausted. 
All together, the person who has 
severe ragweed hay fever is.com- 
pletely miserable for three or 
four weeks and has some trouble 
for one or two weeks at either 
end. . 
FROST STOPS IT 

Whhen the frost has destroyed 
the pollen there is no further 
trouble unless a little dust which 
contains the pollen is stirred up. 
This does not mean that hay 
fever has no complications. There 
is a tendency for those who have 
had hay fever for several years 
to develop asthma, which is a 
still more distressing conditions | 
than hay fever itself. 

Probably the best treatment | 
for ragweed fever is to try to 
be desensitized, that .is, to have 
the sensitiveness to the pollen 
decreased by injections or “shots” 
of pollen extracts. These are 
| best given either all the year | 
| round or for several months be- | 
| fore the season starts. 
| Many hay fever victims are, 
| partially and temporarily re- | 
| lieved by air conditioning. Others 
| plan their vacations during the | 
|hay fever season and go to| 
| places where the pollen is either | 
|absent or very slight. Now, 
| too, some drugs which can be 
| taken by mouth are useful for 
| bringing temporary relief. 

Question: Should cigarettes

“What is needed is proper in- 
terpretation of these tests,” ne 
said, “in order that the abilities 
and interests of our children can 
be properly evaluated. A person 
is not an opportunist because he 
continually tries to use his 
natural ability.’ 

In cgncluding, Dr. Zeran men- 
tioned how services similar to 
those used in personnel manage 
ment in business are now being 
used to ensure proper training 
of children. 


Fertilizer Profits 
‘Down, Probe Finds 


OTTAWA (CP)—The Prices 
Commission, starting its work 
with an investigation into the 
fertilizer business, found Tues- 
day the profits of one of the 
country’s main suppliers have 
fallen although the value of its 
Sales increased by $7,090,000 
since 1939. 

After a government official 
provided a general survey of the 
field, the commission called its 
first industria] witness. He was 
H. Greville Smith, executive vice- 
president of Canadian Industries 
Limited, which produces about a 
third of all chemical fertilizers 
used in Canada 

Mr. Smith provided figures 
which showed that in 1939 his 
company sold $4,287,000 worth of 
fertilizers and made $210,000 
fiom it. In 1947, however, C.LL.’s 
fertilizer branch made only $201, 
000 in net income, although its 
Salés had risen to $11,082,000.

Plant Pathologist 
Deals With Subject 
Of Bulb Diseases 


“The more one knows ahead of 
time, 
the diseases to which 
subject,” said J. E. 
the plant pathology 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Saanichton, in discussing “Buib 
Diseases” at a recent meeting of 
the Victoria. Horticultural So- 
ciety. 

Improper storage conditions 
will cause fungas trouble, espe- 
cialy at the latter end of rhe 
storage period. Dry peat cover 
age during storage will help. 
Bulbs should be planted in Sep- 
tember -or October, not later, for 
best results. and comparative 
freedom from fungus diseases. 

Tulip “fire” is a fungus due to 
damp climate and moist condi- 
tions, Any indication of “fire” in 
| the ,bulb—tiny black spots or 
brown lesions—should be cut out 
and destroyed. Bulbs may be 
treated with Semesan Bel with 
good results. To prevent “fire” 
in the al! debris should be 
carefully. removed, and petals 
should not be allowed to fall on 
the ground. It is well worth the 
effort to go through the beds 
twice a week, and with a knife, 
cut out any dead tissue on stem 
or leaf, put into a bag and burn. 
Spraying has not been found to 
be particularly satisfactory. Pre- 
treatment of bulbs and roguing 
are best, 

For virus diseases there is no 
control. All oue can do is remove 
the infected plants and destroy. 
“Broken” tulips, those interest- 
ing stripes and splashes which 
are so colorful, are infected 
bulbs, and should be removed to 
protect the rest of the planting. 
The best advice is to start. with 
clean bulbs, and keep them clean
